The First Methodist Church Asks 
for Relief. 


Record of Judgments and New 
Suits Filed Yesterday. 


Proceedings of the Suprems Court at 
Ottawa. 


CHICAGO. 

TUB FIRST METHODIST CHURCH IN COURT. 

Although the complaints over the Phillips and 
Evans tax outrages have nearly ceased, the 
Trustees ef the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church made a last effort yesterday, by filing a 
bill in chancery, to redress their grievances re- 
ceived at the hands of Ed Phillips. The bill sets 
out that the church is a private corporation or- 
ganized for benevolent and missionary purpos- 
es, and owner of the “Methodist Church 
Block,” and the land on whic it 
stands, on the southeast corner of Clark 
and Washington streets. The fire of October, 
1871, destroyed the old building, and a new one 
was erected when materials and labor were 
high, at a cost of $125,000. The two lower 
floors of the block are rented, and the whole 
income therefrom is devoted to public charity 
in supporting a minister or aiding other 
churches. No commission even is paid for col- 
lecting the rents, and no individual profit is 
derived therefrom. It is claimed, therefore, that 
the whole 1 is exempt from taxation 
by the terms o a 2, paragraph 7 
of the Revised Statutes. 

In 1873, directly after the erection of the 
building, it was assessed at $30,000, which value 
was continued on the books in 1874. In 1875, 
however, Ed Phillips raised the assessment to 
$90,000. The State Board of Equalization add- 
ed their 52 per cent, and taxes amountin * 
$5,730 were levied on a valuation of 81 
The Chamber of Commerce is only — * at 
$90,000, the Reaper Block, six times the value 
of *he Methodist Church Block, is only 
rated at a like amount and the 
complainant avers, not without reason, 
that a discrimination has been made against it 
maliciously. When application for judgment 
onthe delinquent tax-lists was made tothe 
County Court, the Trustees of the church filed 
— 1 one, but they were overruled, and a judg- 
meat for $5,780 given against the church. It is 
now asked chat the collection of this judgment 
may be enjoined; that the County Treasurer, 
L 8. Huck, who is made defendant, be re- 
strained from selling the church property; and, 
that if the whole propert be not exempt from 
taxation, that so much of the tax as is unjust 
be set aside and declared void.

A REMINISCENCE. * « 
To the Editor af The Tribuné, 

Sours Beyp, Ind., Sept. 25.—The coming 
again to the surface of 8. Corning Judd, on ac- 
count of his connection with the Knights of the 
Golden Circle, alias Sons of Liberty.“ in the 
way ofademandin the sum of $50,000, good 
and lawful money, against Tus Cuicaco Tris- 
UNE, brings up a little reminiscence of the early 
days ofthe War. During the winter of 1861 
and 1802, the writer, in connection with another 
(then) citizen of Chicago, had some business in 
Lewiston, Fulton County, the then home of 
Judd. We had been there for some two or three 
days away from the main lines of railroads, and 
of course had been without the Chicago papers. 
Upon getting out non to the main line at 
(I think) Yates City, the writer found in 
the car a copy of the Chicago Times, which 
had that stunning leading editorial on the 
Conscription act, which wound up, in substance, 
with, “If Congress shall dare to pass the Con- 
scription act, and the Administration shall 
dare to put it in force, the Democracy of Illinois 
will resist it en masse.“ The writer read it suf- 
ficiently loud for his companion to hear it, with- 
out any intention of commanding the attention 
of others, but a well-<iressed man, apparently a 
gentleman, who occupied the seat immediately 
in the rear, iu loud tones strongly affirmed the 
doctrine there laid down. Without a thought 
of what sort of company was around, the 
writer turned — 2 and in equally 
loud tones pronounced the man an “accursed 
traitor, followed with appropriate dressings 
for the 

This had not gone far when some one in the 
car halloed out, Give it to him; that’s Judd,” 
and others joined in the chorus, while one or 
two yelled, “D—d Abolitionist,“ and 
the like. The party spirit ran high for a few 
moments, when even in that central county it 
was found that the loyal men numbered about 
two tofene Rebel. The crowd all rushed up 
about us, many almost yelling their impreca- 
tions, until it became so warm that Judd was 
silenced and slunk out, taking his seat in an- 
other car, where, undoubtedly by the lesson he 
had just learned, he maintained his peace. 
Nearly fifteen years have since passed. Judd 
and the writer have never since met face to 
face, but his love of notoriety, and changing of 
location and subjects to win it, have been 
amusing to witness.

That there are Democrats who refuse to give 
consideration to the deplorable barbarity 
practiced on the colored people in the ex- 
Rebel States is established by the fact that 
there has been no Democr@ic protest against 
or denunciation of proceedings, such as 
men of ordinary h ity would instinct- 
ively make.* The fact is, these Democrats 
refuse to read the story, think of the facts, 
or permit their minds to follow the business 
to its natural conclusions; they feel that the 
whites at the South are for TD and the 


| negroes opposed to him, and they are pre- 


pared to accept white supremacy as right, 
without asking how it was accomplished. 
This is dangerous policy. This is a Govern- 
ment of law or a Government of the mob; 
there can be nothing between these. The 
only protection or safety for life, character, 
or property is the maintenance of the law, 
and no man can consent to a violation of the 
rights and liberties of others without invit- 
ing a destruction of his own. 

Suppose the present condition of things 
at the South was changed as near as may be 
to the North. The men of the North are 
made up of several distinct bodies of people. 
The North is made up of natives, Irish, and 
Germans. The South is made up of native 
whites and blacks. The Irish at the North 
are as unitedly supporters of the  Democrat- 
ic party as the colored men at the South are 
of the Republican party. The Republicans 
in the North trenumerically the greater part 
of the population. They are farmers, they 
are manufac they are in a majority in 
the commercial occupations, and control the 
capital and the banking operations of the 
country. They are the employers of labor. 
There are nearly, if not quite, a half million 
of who served in the War,—veteran 
80 There are many thousands of the 

these soldiers who have become of 
age syace the War. All these with trained

That party is in power,—controlling the 
Government forces, the army and navy. 
Now, let us assume that the Republicans as 
a body, with all these means and appliances 
at their command, should adopt as their 
policy: 1. That no citizen of Irish birth 
should be employed at labor in any capacity 
in the North; 2. That noone of that class 
should be dealt with in trade, or allowed to 
hold any public office or private employment 
of honor, trust, or profit; 3. That their 
churches and schools should be burned, and 
their clergymen flogged or shot down, or 
both ; 4. That every one of that class should 
be ostracised socially, and every person of 
other birth associating with or holding any 
business intercourse with them should be 
put under the ban and treated as an outcast ; 
5. That any meeting called at which any 
Irish be permitted to attend shall be broken 
up by armed men, and the Irish shot down 
on the pretext that they had provoked 
violence by holding a meeting; 6. That 
armed gangs of men should, during the three 
months preceding an election, visit the Irish 
in their homes and warn them of the penalty 
of attempting to vote the Democratic ticket, 
and, by way of emphasizing the warning, 
shoot down one or-more of the men, flog 
several women, and burn down several 
homes; 7. That armed visitations be 
made at night, rousing the victims 
from their sleep and shooting them ; 8. That 
no Irishman shall be allowed to carry arms, 
and the possession of arms be punished with 
death as contemplated insurrection ; 9. That 
at all places like New York, where the Irish 
vote if cast might overreach that of the 
natives, an army be placed to shoot down 
with grape and canister any such men at- 
tempting to reach the polls; 10. That all 
elections shall be held under these circum- 
stances, that the Republicans may retain the 
vote of the Solid North.” 

We submit to the members of the Demo- 
cratic party, how long such a policy as this 
could be maintained without eliciting from 
them an indignant protest, an urgent appeal 
for a vindication of the law, and of the 
rights and liberties of a great body of citi- 
zens, and an armed revolt against the infamy 
end barbarity of the cruel and inhuman 
treatment of the victims? Would there be 
an honest man in the Democratic party who 
would not denounce such treatment, and who 
would not demand its instant discorftinu- 
ance ?,

body have taken their turns in equalizing

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that pertains to his person, life, and liberty 
of any other citizen. 

The colored exceeds in num- 
bers that of all the Germans and Irish com- 
bined in this country. These colored people 
reside mainly in the Southern States, and the 
naturalized citizens at the North, but the 
same law, the same political and personal 
rights, prevail equally in both sections, To 
prevent a man by force from voting in 
Georgia is as greata crime as to do so in 
Illinois. To murder a man to prevent his 
voting the Republican ticket is as bad as to 
murder him for voting the Democratic ticket ; 
to murder a man because he is a negro is 
as great a crime as to murder a man 
because he is white. It is no greater 
outrage to have an armed force to seize the 
polls in Chicago or Boston and exclude all 
persons offering to vote the Democratic 
ticket, than itis by force and threats to pro- 
hibit all persons voting the Republican ticket 
in Vicksburg or Columbia. The white men 
or black men of Alabama and of Texas have 
the same right to vote the Republican ticket 
in these States that any other men have to 
vote the Democratic ticket there or else- 
where. Ifa gang of armed men were to un- 
dertake to threaten, or to use violence to- 
wards any part of the people of Illinois to 
prevent their voting one ticket, or should 
murder a man because of his party affilia- 
tions, the whole State would rise in arms to 
put down the infamous usurpation. Yet in 
12 States of the Union no colored man can 
iavow his purpose of voting the Republican 
‘ticket without inviting violence or death; 
without putting himself under the penalty of 
having his. home burned, his family 
ill-treated, and himself hanged or muti- 
lated. Voting the Republican ticket is made 
a crime in those States, and a penalty for 
that crime is outlawry. The colored man 
who dares avow his purpose to vote the Re- 
publican ticket does so at the peril of his 
life; at the peril of being deprived of labor; 
at the peril of having his house burned and 
his wife and children maltreated; of having 
the school for his children and the church 
he attends destroyed by fire, and his little 
property taken from him; at the price of 
being arrested as a vagrant, and being sold 
as a criminal to work without wages on the 
land of his purchaser. Any attempt to de- 
fend himself, or family, or home against 
violence, is punished by instant death, and 
to possess firearms is to invite murder for 
having trem. 

In this treatment of the four millions of 
colored people in the United States, the 
Democratic party is an active participant or 
an approver by acquiescence. Not a Demo- 
cratic Convention in the United States has 
ever ventured a condemnation of the mur- 
ders and outrages that are only equaled 
by those of the Turks in Bulga 
ria. Not a Democratic paper has condemned 
them without being in turn compelled to 
retract and apologize. The Democratic 
press and Democratic orators, all, without 
exception, extenuate and justify the whole 
system of barbarity, treat murder with levity, 
and with thin disguise rejoice over the 
scheme which promises a Democratic ma- 
jority over Republicans prohibited from 
voting by violence of the most inhuman 
kind. 

This acceptance of this wholesale system 
of murder and barbarity by the Democratic 
party is all the more infamous because that 
party has had it in its power to putan end 
to it. All that was needed was that the 
Democratic Convention in New York and a 
few other States should express an emphatic 
condemnation of the Mississippi Plan,” and 
a few words from Ino and Hundes 
would have stopped the whole business.

The newspapers which are ambitious to

of the Southern fire-eaters and the usual 
pandering to the ignorance of Democratic 
voters. Suppose we offset, for instance, the 
nomination of Rozsmson in New York and 
Apams in Massachusetts by Blue-Jean 
Wuruans in Indiana and old Lew Srzwarp 
in Illinois. 

In New York it is well known that the 
Democrats were a unit in favor of running 
Horatio Szymovn for Governor, that they 
nominated him unanimously in spite of him- 
self, and for a time endeavored to run him 
in the face of the declaration that he would 
not serve if elected. He was looked upon as 
the only leader who could brighten their for- 
lorn hope.

The most igno- 
rant and illiterate fellow who votes the Dem- 
ocratic ticket in Indiana or Illinois feels that 
he knows just as much and is in every way 
just as good a man as Stewarp or WILLIAMS. 
This is the strongest possible appeal to the 
mass of Democratic voters. They don't be- 
lieve in the science of Government. They 
take no stock in education or political ex- 
perience. Statesmarship to them is a dan- 
gerous thing because it is the opposite of 
demagogism, and implies an improvement in 
the public service, local and national, which 
would count them out. Ignorance and vul- 
garity, allied to a constant and superstitious 
devotion to the Democratic party, are the 
qualities which these bona- fide, simon-pure 
Democrats demand, and Stewarp and Wi1- 
uns will fill the bill to the very letter. 

The Gr *ackers first discovered Srxw- 
arp and took him up because he was sup- 
posed to have a bar l of money,” which it 
was said he was willing to use to be elected 
Governor.

It was 
his intense Copperheadism that commended 
him chiefly to the Indiana Democrats, though 
if it had been known to what extent he had 
been auditing bills for Congressional sup- 
plies of tooth-brushes, tawgls, etc., it is not 
likely he would have been nominated, for the 
Democrats are constitutionally opposed to 
cleanliness. As it is, he is merely permitted 
to display his ignorance and vulgarity at the

A SPECIMEN SOUTHERN CLAIMANT. 

Mrs. Marz P. Evans, late of Orleans 
Township, Louisiana, is a fair specimen of 
the average Southern claimant, and her case, 
which has had a hearing before the Southern 
Claims Commission and been disallowed, illus- 
trates the mendacity and audacity of Con- 
federates in their raids upon the National 
Treasury. Mrs. Evans is the daughter of 
one Dr. Jan Perkins, who, when the War 
broke out, according to the testimony of his 
daughter, owned a sugar plantation of 2,500 
acres near Baton Rouge, well stocked with 
slaves, some 700 in number. The claim sets 
forth that the family, although intensely 
loyal, lost 825 hogsheads of sugar, 294 hogs- 
heads of molasses, 26,600 bushels of corn, 
an immense number of mules, cattle, hogs, 
and sheep, and 20 miles of rail fence, all 
destroyed or carried off by Union troops. 
In her affidavits Mrs. Evans sets forth that 
her father was the soul of devotion to the 
Union; that he was very wealthy, and that 
the family had an income of $100,000 when 
the Union troops ruined them; that “he 
was a man who loved his country above 
everything; that he had the most patri- 
archal ideas—they were beautiful—he ought 
to have been an old patriarch, he seemed to 
have been born out of his time”; and that, 
of course, like father, like daughter.” 
She also was too loyal foranything. Ina 
pamphlet of 204 pages, printed in her behalf, 
she sets forth that loyalty, and yet in all 
those pages fails to disclose a single fact, in- 
cident, or circumstance that in the slightest 
degree tends to establish her loyalty. In 
point of fact, she appears to be worse off 
than Tx, for he has been able to prove a 
loyalty of five days while my brother” 
furnished extract of coffee to the army in 
Virginia. 

The Commissioners in the examination of 
this claim, amounting to almost half a mill- 
ion dollars, had numerous witnesses before 
them both white and black, and ont of 
their mouths they established several 
important facts.

It was 
shown that he also disposed of all his other 
available property, and that when his friends 
from the North, under command of his 
friend, Gen. Banks, arrived, he did not stop 
to receive them, but voluntarily retired be- 
fore them into Texas, and thence went to 
Europe. It was also established by compe- 
tent testimony that he was a good Rebel. 
After he went to Europe, Mrs. Evans lived in 
New; Orleans, and was known as an intense 
Southern sympathizer, like the rest of the 
family, and was proved to have been disloyal 
by a cloud of witnesses. Joszpn C. Cuar- 
Lorre, editor of the Baton Rquge Gaeette, 
testified: ‘She was regarded) as a high- 
toned Southern lady during the /War, and in 
full sympathy with the Conf She 
attended entertainments gotten up for the 
benefit of Confederate soldiers, and took an 
active part. She came frequently from New 
Orleans to Baton Rouge for that purpose.”

We 
think the value of all the property taken fro m this 
plantation, for army use, is less than one 
dollars. 

The history of this claim, which is only 
one among hundreds of other vague claims, 
shows how peculiarly elastic the Confederate 
conscience is when there is a prospect of 
grabbing a handsome fortune out of the Na- 
tional Treasury. The most dangerous fea- 
tare of the claim is that we have not heard 
the last of it. It is only one of hundreds of 
other fraudulent, bogus cases disallowed by 
the Claims Commission, which are now held 
for presentation to the Confederate House in 
case of a Democratic success. If TrLpDEN 
and Henpariocxs are elected, then Mrs. Marre 
Eyans and the old patriarch who was born 
before his time can come in with a positive 
assurance that they will be recompensed five- 
hundred fold for their thousand-dollar loss. 
She should be spry, however, and get in her 
claim early, for there are thousands upon 
thousands of other patriarchs and their 
daughters coming up from the South with 
clauns amounting to millions upon millions. 
The claim-agents are abroad all over the 
South. The Kebels of Missouri alone have 
already prepared claims for eight mill- 
ions of dollars, and Alabama is get- 
ting into position with her demand 
for ten times that amount. The Northern 
people may as well make up their minds, if 
Tub and Henpaicss are elected, that they 
will have to pay for all the damage inflicted 
upon the South by the Union troops in their 
efforts to keep the South loyal to the Gov- 
ernment, and that, in addition to this, there 
will be hundreds of bogus claims of the 
Evans order impudently thrust in and passed 
upon favorably by the Democrats. If there 
are any people in the North who desire to be 
taxed again to reimburse Southern Rebels, 
after paying the legitimate expenses of the 
War, they will vote for Ino and Hewn- 
DRICKS. 


MORE SOUTHERN OUTRAGES. 

The Mississippi Plan continues to work 
well in the South, and Confederate elec- 
tioneering progresses briskly. A Republican 
meeting at Okibahah, Miss., on the 23d inst., 
was broken up by the Democrats, and four 
negroes were küled and several wounded. 
At another place, on the same day, during a 
discussion between District-Attorney Wat- 
tow (Republican) and Manwine (Democrat), 
nominees for Congress, the Democratic 
White-Liners broke in upon the meeting and 
interrupted the discussion by shooting five 
negroes. Authentic news from South Caro- 
lina has reached Washington that a brother 
of Gen. Butizs, the leader of the Hamburg 
massacre, is at the head of a large and well- 
armed mob of Democrats, patrolling the 
State for the purpose of breaking up Repub- 
lican meetings, and that this brutal mob is 
shooting negroes at sigh*. It was only a 
few days ago that this mob stopped a train, 
took off colored members of the Legislature, 
and shot them. 

These and other outrages of a similar char- 
acter, constantly occurring in the Southern 
States, tell only too surely the story of the 
intimidation that is now practiced to prevent 
the negro from voting and to overcome the 
Republican majority in States that are as 
strongly Republican as Illinois or Iowa. 
What is to be the programme on election 
day? Mr. M. W. Gary, a prominent lawyer, 
and one of the leading Tildenites of South 
Carolina, in a speech delivered at Aiken the 
other day, developed the plan of the White- 
Leaguers and other TDrx organizations in 
the following words, which we print with 
the responsive comment of the mob: 

And now let me tell you what to do on election 
day. Goin masses, armed, andtry and force the 
negroes to vote our ticket. If they don't do it, 
shoot them down and cut off their ears, and I war- 
rant you this will teach them a lesson; and even 
if we are not elected, we will go to Columbia in 
force, and if not allowed totake our seats, we 
will surround the State-House and tear it down, 
and show them we will rule. What say you, men, 
can't we do it? Loud cries of Tes, dn it, 
ves. 

The circular of Judge Tarr was issued 
none too soon. In view of the unimpeach- 
able testimony which has been presented 
that the Southern Republicans will be dis- 
franchised on election day, it is the duty of the 
Administration to enforce the instructions of 
that order without fear or favor, and to 
make such preparations in the South as 
shall insure every man In his right to vote, if 
it takes every soldier in the army to do it. 
The action of the White-Liners, Tildenites, 
and Ku-Klux is virtually rebellion against 
the Government, which should be summarily 
put down, no matter what force may be re- 
quired.

THE NEW CAMPAIGN, 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Sept. 26.—Col. Stanton, 
Paymaster, U. 8.

under Gen. McKenzie, and infantry under Capt. 
Pollack, will be put inthe ficld at once. A 
depot of supply will be established at 
ola Fort Reno.

Police-Regulations as to Stran- 
gers in a German City.

Visit of the Kaiser 
Wilhelm to Leipzig. 


Spectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Lutpzie, Saxony, Aug. 27.—i think I told you 
last May that the police of Leipzig had sent a 
requisition for a biographical sketch of each one 
of our party, in order to determine whether it 
would comport with the safety and dignity of 
the State to permit all or any of us to remain! 
Whether I did or not, it is true; and true also 
that we sent in a written accgunt of ourselves; 
where we were born, and when; the names by 
which we were known; our object in coming to 
Leipzig; what we proposed to do; and how 
long we wanted to stay. After these docu- 
ments had been considered, our pass- 
ports were called for and handed 
over. These the City Fathers retain- 
ed, perhaps for reference; or, maybe, as a 
means of holding Uncle Samuel and Secretary 
Fish pérsonally responsible for our good be- 
havior; but they gave us instead, each one, a 
bit of paper about as large as half a sheet of 
note, with some cabalistic words printed and 
written on them, in that most execrable literary 
abomination, the German alphabet; charged a 
few groschens for them, which we paid, and 
fondly believed we had permission to remain in 
this quaint old city for two full years; but we 
have lately found that 

' WE WERE MISTAKEN. 

The Fraulein whom we employ as German 
teacher, who is quite a linguist, and teaches En- 
glish and French to other Frauleins, has made 
us understand that there is something seriously 
wrong about our standing at  police-head- 
quarters. What it is, we are not able to make 
out; but it must be a case of pressing need, for 


she talks and gesticulates, shrugs her shoulders, 
and is so serious as to seem quite alarmed.

MAKE A LETTER VERY HEAVY.
